WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The caucus of 


Republican senators to consider what 
course should be pursued in regard to the 
house tariff bill met this morning with 
full attendance. It adjourned at 12 m. 
without coming to any definite conclu- 
sion. The caucus will be held after the 
senate adjourns. 


The discussion showed that a majority 


of the senators favored passing the bill as 
it came from the house, bat there was 
some opposition to this from such sena- 
tors as represent states having large 
agricultural constituencies and the fruit 
regions and sugar country of the West. 
It is believed by many that the sense of 
the party will find expression this after- 
noon in a determination not to amend the 
bill. 


Speeches were made by Senators AT 


drich, Allison, Hawley, Baker, Quay, Bur- 
rows, Perkins and others. While Messrs. 
Aldrich and Allison were quite diplomatic 
in their utterances, it was easily noted 
that they as speaking for the committee 
favored the house bill without amend- 
ment. Mr. Baker made a strong speech 
for a bill protective in its character and 
along Republican lines in place of the 
present measure, which he characterized 
as Democratic throughout. There was 
nothing done this morning to indicate a 
coming together of minds. But all the 
senators believe that this afternoon's 
conference will result in the outlining of 
a definite .toMcy. 


While it .- undoubtedly true that the 


majority of t> i Republicans are in favor 
of the house tariff bill as it came from 
that body, the position of Senator Jones, 
of Nevada, is a stumbling block that ap- 
parently precludes such action. He in- 
sists that the fifteen per cent, of an in- 
crease made by the house bill shall be 
applied to the sugar schedule, and

Instead of consul at Pretoria, it may mean

Adiiipatchto the Central News dated 


Johannesburg, January 3, gives a brie' 
report of an interview with Dr. Jameson 
who was sent as a prisoner to Pretoria. 
"I only crossed the frontier," said the 
doctor, "because of urgent appeals made 
by the inhabitants of Johannesburg, am 
because I fully believed a large number of 
my countrymen and women were in dire 
peril of their lives. It was only to save 
them and protect them that I moved. I 
would have beaten the Boers if the peo- 
ple of Johannesburg had made an effor 
to help themselves, which I was led to ex 
peet they would do. Help did not reach 
us at Krugersdorp and we could not break 
through the Boer lines. 


At a large public dinner of farmers and 


tradesmen given at Chard, county of Som 
erset, last evening the mayor of the town 
proposed to drink the health of all the 
queen's family except one grandeon, re 
fining to Emperor William of Germany 
The toast was received with enthusiastic 
cheers, which were followed by groans 
and hisses tor Emperor William.

GENERAL COURT DESKS ARE INFERIOR 


The Chamber is a Public pride. The Desks, 


Chairs and Spectators Sean. The 


Ballot Box Incident. Choosing 


the Seats by Lot. 


Those who attended the inauguration 


exercises yesterday and first meeting of 
the city council were forcibly struck with 
the noteworthy beauty and convenient^ 
of the furnishing of the council chambei. 
If there isone thing more than another in 
the winding up of the town administra- 
tion for which the selectmen deserve high 
praise it is the very excellent council 
chamber it has bequeathed to the city 
government. Those citizens of the town 
who have already seen it and the officials, 
whose pleasure it will be to hold meetings 
in it, feel no little pride in the city's pos- 
session of it. It is one of the best council 
chambers in the state. There are only 
two or three larger ones in the common- 
wealth and none better furnished. The 
members of the general court have not 
desks that are the equals of those the 
members of the North Adams city council 
enjoy. 


These desks, most handsome pieces of 


furniture, were manufactured to order, 
especially for the North Adams council 
chamber by the Derby) Desk company of 
Boston, manufacturers! of the most cele- 
brated desks in the country, and they are 
of excellent design and workmanship. 
The Derby company at the request of the 
selectmen sent on one of thrtr representa- 
tives to confer with the selectmen regard- 
ing them. He brought with him a num- 
ber of drawings of different designs from 
which the selectmen ojiose the one com- 
ing nearest their idea of what was good 
enough for the membsrs of our city coun- 
cil Then they had what changes they 
thought proper made in the design and 
the desks were made from it as improved. 
They are of quartered »k, highly polish- 
ed. Each one has a large top board with a 
pleasing inclination. There is a level 
portion on which is placed the member's 
ink stand. Each desk is furnished with a 
cut 
glass 
ink 
well and an oak 


stand in keeping; with 
the 
desk. 


The 
desks 
are 
all 
completely 


panelled and the panelling is of unique 
design. The top of each, is trimmed with 
a simple piece of wood with a pleasingly 
curved line. Each desk is fitted with two 
drawers and a shelf underneath for the 
storage of books and documents. One of 
the drawers has a lock and the member is 
provided with two keys. Ttaolty clerk's 
desk and the desk of the president of {he 
council are of the general design, but differ 
in size. Each of. v these desks has three 
drawers instead of i ,.-0 es the members' 
desks are fitted. The clerk's desk is much 
larger than the desks of the councilman 
and the president's desk is larger than his. 
Each of these desks has two draw boards 
which will prove very convenient if any- 
one should wish to write or sign some 
paper at either of them. 


The chairs are of the same-excellent 


quality as the desks. They are, of course, 
of oak of handsome pattern and uphol- 
stered in black leather, both in the seat 
and back. The space occupied by the 
council is enclosed by a neat railing which 
is not yet complete. Outside are the seats 
for the spectators. There are between 
seventy and eighty seats for the accom- 
modation of those who wish to watch the 
council's proceedings. These seats are of 
the kind known as opera chairs and re- 
semble those closely in Columbia opera 
house. They were made by the Beads- 
boro Chair company of Beadsboro, Vt., 
and have folding seat and wire hat rack. 
The press has been well provided for by 
two large tables, one on each side of the 
president's desk. The selectmen have the 
thanks of a number of reporters, well ac- 
commodated at the city hall. 


It was something of an entertaining 


sight yesterday to watch the members of 
the city council draw their seats by lot. 
City Clerk Brooker devised an original 
plan for this and one that could not help 
satisfying all interested. There were just 
twenty seats to be drawn, the council 
having just twenty-one members and the 
president one of the number, has his desk 
chosen for him and elevated, by the way. 
above all others. Two hats were selected 
and placed at opposite ends of the top of 
the president's desk. The names of all 
the councilmen were placed in one hat and 
numbers from one to twenty were placed 
in the other. The plan of the council 
chamber was brought in and the number- 
ing of the desks on it was accepted as the 
numbering of the seats. When all was 
ready Clerk Brooker drew out a name 
from one of the hats and called it. The 
councilman whose name was called 
stepped forward and drew a number from 
the other hat. The seat number of the 
plan corresponding to the number he hac 
drawn decided the queoiion for him ol 
where he should sit. It may be noted 
that before the drawing began the presi- 
dent of the council stirred up the contents 
of both hats. The members, counting 
from one to twenty as the seats are num- 
bered on the chamber plan, drew their 
seats as follows: C. H. Cutting, Horace A. 
Tower, E. & Wilkinson, E. Vadner, E. A. 
Btroud, John A. Bice, V. A. Whitaker, H. 
W. Clark, F. E. Swift, Thomas Butter-

Craswell, Wallace Keam, James H. Flagg, 
J. M. Darby, E. Bissaillon, W. M. Brown. 
There was no dissatisfaction sho.wn with 
the lot that fell to each. 
Each one 


thought his <seat was at least as good as 
his neighbors. 


There was one little thing that went un- 


noticed by almost everyone present and 
that was the neat little ballot box that 
Clerk Brooker had provided. It wouldn't 
measure much more than one-quarter 01 
a cubic foot. • It is of oak and matches 
the chamber's furniture exactly. Mr. 
Brooker was for a time at a loss to know 
just what to do for a ballot box. To have 
one made would cost quitt a small sum so 
he started out .to see if he could find any- 
thing in town to suit. He went to Conn, 
oilman TiltonSs store and then he found 
what is now the council's ballot' box. It 
was designed as a jewel case to please 
some lady's fancy and perhaps make her 
heart light as ,.a present from her 
lover. It miased Its prope*jniss}on M 


many men miss their calling. Clerk 
Brooker purchased it and had the com- 
partments removed. He then took it and 
lad an opening cut in the top of it to allow 
of the depositing of a ballot, and now 
when a councilman deposits his ballot he 
can have the feeling that it is thought to 
De so valuable that it is caught in a satin 
lined casi. 


The council chamber is well heated and 


lighted. The heating apparatus was well 
tested yesterday when it was found the 
chamber was so comfortable and the ther- 
mometer so low. The lighting, artificial 
of course, is by eight large candelebra 
having four electric lamps and four gas 
jets each. These throw a flood of light. 
The electric light will be most commonly 
used. The current can be turned on dur- 
ing a protracted session lasting into the 
evening by the clerk simply turning on 
the button under the top of his desk.

Selectman Walker 
started for Boston Friday nigbt and was 
there Saturday morning bright and early 
hunting for the governor to get his auto- 
graph for North Adams' posterity. He 
met a disheartening condition. He found 
that the governor did not give audiences 
Saturday unless on important state mat- 
ters or by appointment. Mr. Walker was 
much discouraged, but was determined 
not to return to his nascent city without 
his excellency's signature to its charter. 
He engineered it so that he was able to 
communicate with Mr. Greenhalge on 
the matter of his mission. It was so 
placed before the governor that he waived 
adherence to his custom for the sake of 
the enterprising young municipality of 
western Massachusetts and inscribed his 
name on its chief parchment for presenta- 
tion to its first mayor.

A Trilby Comparison Which North Adams 


People Can Make. 


To those who saw the play, "Sowing 


the Wind," which was given the K'orth 
Adams public several weeks ago and 
which appears again at Columbia opera 
house on Thursday evening, a compari- 
son might have suggested itself.

washing of sin,—a sort of double avenue 
leading sinfully away from virtue and 
with mechanical repentance returning 
to it?

"BAT" SHEA'S LAST CARD. 


"Bet" Shea, convicted of the murder of 


rtobert Ross in Troy on election day, 
March 6,1894, and who was to have died 
in the electric chair at Daimemora prison 
today, stands respited till February 4 by 
the act of Governor Morton. 


This change in Shea's e\ il fortunes has 


come about through the confession of a 
pal, McQongh, now serving a sentence in 
Clinton prison for participation in the 
murder ot which Shea stands convicted. 
This felon, McQough, has made a confes- 
sion that he and not "Bat" Shea killed 
Robert Rosa In the Troy election riot of 
the spring of 
1804. 


Today a commission comprised of a per- 


sons! representative of Governor Morton, 
the assistant attorney general of the state 
of New York, Shea's attorney and a sten- 
ographer, are at Clinton prison taking 
McGongh's affidavit to the fact that he 
killed Robert Ross. 


What does this confession mean? Is it 


anything more than the last desperate 
throw of a desperate man? Is it anything 
more than a last chapter of perjury in a 
book of confessed crime and murder? 
Can it be accepted as anything other than 
the last resource, only resorted to when 
the shadow of the prison death room 
rested on Shea, to make good bis and his 
desperate friends' constant boast that 
" 'Bat' Shea won't die in a chair?" 


The evidence of any man, which could 


lead the governor of New York state to 
respite a detested criminal, must com- 
mand some attention, of course. Yet this 
"confession" of McGongh's seems to us to 
be the egregious lie of a man who expects 
nothing worse than a lengthening of a 
criminal sentence for taking the odium of 
murder upon himself for possible money 
considerations or the satisfaction of his 
mock-heroic nature. 


If McGongh's story is to be accepted the 


direct evidence of twenty-one reputable 
witnesses was nothing but perjury. These 
positively testified to seeing Shea do the 
murderous shooting. McGongh himself 
is a perjurer (probably for the second 
time) in this case. He attempted 
to 


swear away the life of an innocent man, 
Boland, by declaring on the witness stand 
that Boland killed Roes. Again, Mc- 
Gongh was not behind Ross nor could he 
have gotten his revolver behind Ross's 
head to shoot him where he was shot- 
directly in the back of the head. 


What credit then is to he given Mc- 


Gongh's confession,—the story of a crim- 
inal and perjurer acting under great pres- 
sure from an outside "ring" which has 
either tattered him as a hero or bought 
him? 


As we review in cor mind the outrages 


upon the rights of citizenship committee 
by that Troy gang of thugs and repeaters 
of whom was bred such men as Shea am 
McGough, we devoutly hope that "Bat1 
Shea will not miss his deserts by this 
"confession of the criminal, McGough.

HABANA, Jan. ST—Loud disclaimers 


sre being uttered by the authorities here 
that they have any fear for the welfare of 
the city It is pointed out that the sity is 
well fortified, being protected by the 
strong Fortress Morro, and being garri- 
soned by the Cabanas, Principe, Alaros, 
Santa Clara and Ralna troops, with 
heavy artillery, and by 30,000 volunteers, 
with 40,000 more loyti citizens in the city 
willing to take arms. 


With these forces at, command, the au- 


thorities express the opinion, with great 
confidence, that It would be impossible 
for the insurgents to capture the city un- 
less they were provided with siege ar- 
tillery 
It Is claimed that only small 


bands of Insurgents are engaged In the 
operations tinder Gomez, and that they 
are successful only in small towns. 


The main force of the insurgent army is 


now In the province of Plnar del Bio, the 
advance guard being at Pastoral and at 
Jaco Toco A small band is reported at 
Royo Colorado and at Salud. The opinion 
again holds here that the movement of 
the insurgents is directed against the coun- 
try districts, and, although preparations 
have been made here against a possible 
surprise, there is no present fear of an at- 
tack.

Chief Recommendations 


Inaugural Addresses 


of 


Presented In a Conelie 'Form For the Benefit 


*f BUST KM'*'*- 


BOSTON, Jan. 7.—Yesterday was inaugu- 


ration day In Massachusetts, and from all 
over the commonwealth come reports of 
prosperity, glowing addresses from the 
newly elected mayors, large crowds at the 
exercises and tidings of tgrowth of the Bay 
State's many enterprising and industrious 
cities. Following are brief extracts from 
the Inangural addresses of the mayors: 


Josiuh Qulncy took the oath of office 


as mayor of Boston before an audience 
that occupied every available inch of room 
in the council chamber. 
In his inaug- 


ural address Mayor Quincy «ald that tho 
merchants' municipal committee was as- 
sured, and their first work would be to 
consider the tax laws. 
He advocated 


the abolition of gride crossings, a union 
station for the Old Oalony and the 
New York and New England railroads, 
legislation to limit the power of the police 
board, a thorough examination of the 
sanitary and general condition of school 
buildings, cities and towns to be allowed 
to make contracts with railroads for the 
use of their streets, and tho election of the 
city council for a term of three years each, 
and that the teem ot part of the members 
should terminate each year.

Ordered by Senate Committee on 


Finance, Eight to Five. 


Popular Loan's Benefit to 


Treasury Is Questioned, 


ConBrHsmen Se« Flaws In the Administration's 


Proposal. 


WASHUMTON, Jon. 7.—The finance com- 


mittee of the senate, met yesterday after- 
noon for the purpose of resuming the con- 
sideration of the bond and tariff bills. 


Republican members of the committee 


say the bond coll of Secretary Carlisle is 
carefully drawn and capable of covering 
every contingency. While they will not 
permit themselves to be quoted, they say 
that the oall bears upon its face an evi- 
dence of the desire of the treasury to be 
fair in tho matter and place the loan In 
the usual manner. 


Previous to the meeting ot the finance 


committee, the silver members ot the 
committee were in conference and agreed 
upon the text ot the bill they proposed to 
submit in full committee. There was no 
debate in the committee over the measure. 


Following is the full text of the substi- 


tute for the bond bill adopted by the sen- 
ate finance committee: 


That from and attar the passage ot this not 


the mints of the United States shall be ojx-n to 
tho coinage of silver, and there shall be coined 
dollars of the weight of 41S>$ grains, troy, ot 
standard silver, 9-10ths flue, as provided by tho 
act of Jan. IB, 1837, aud upon the same terms 
and subject to tho limitations and provisions 
of law regulating the coinage and legal tender 
quality of gold, and whenever the said coins 
herein provided for shall be received Into the 
treasury, certificates may be issued thereon in 
the manner now provided by law. 
Sect. 2—That the secretory of the treasury 


•hall coin Into standard silver dollars, as soon 
as practicable, according to tha proviilonsof 
section 1 ot this act, from the silver bullion 
purchased under authority ot the aot pt July 
14,1890,entitled: "An aot directing the pur- 
chase of silver bullion and the issue of treas- 
ury notes thereon, and for other purposes," 
that portion ot said silver bullion which repre- 
sents the seigniorage or profit to the govern- 
ment, to wit- Tho difference, between the 
coat ot silver purchased under said act and its 
coinage value; and said illver dollars so corned 
shall be used in payment of the current ex- 
penses of the government; and for the pur- 
pose of making the said seigniorage Immedi- 
ately available for use as money, thp secretary 
of the treasury is hereby authorised and di- 
rected to issue silver certificates against it, as 
if it was already coined and in the treasury. 
Sect B—That no national banknote shall b*' 


hereafter issued for a denomination less than 
110, and at) notes of such banks now outstand- 
ing of denominations less than that sum shall 
be, as rapidly as practicable, taken up, re- 
deemed aud cancelled, and notes of tlO and 
larger denominations shall be issued in their 
Blend under the direction of the comptroller of 
the currency. 


Beet. 4—That the secretary of tha treasury 
•hall redeem the United Btatea notes, com- 
monly called greenbacks, and also the treasury 
notes issued under the provisions of the aot ot 
July 14,1890, when prexented far redemption, 
in standard silver dollars or In gold coin, using 
for redemption of said notes either gold or 
silver coins, or both, not at the option of tha 
holder, but exclusively at the option of the 
government, and said notes, commonly called 


reenbacfcs, when so redeemed, shall be re- 
nted, as provided by the act ot May- SI, 1878.
